pai'its. Of the total $1,000,060 13 -assess- 
ed for franchise within the city limits 
of Oakland. 575,000 in .Berkeley, J75.000 
in Alameda, and the ' remaining $300,- 
000 in tho various townships outside the 
incorporated cities. Applications wsve 
made jointly and severally to h'ayo the 
whole franchise assessment set aside 
or reduced to the naminal value of one 
dollar. R being contended that a right 
enjoyed 
in common with others (and 


conferring no especial privilege could 
have no commercial value, -and hence 
if termed a franchise could only be. as- 
sessed for a nominal sum. 


Judge Xusbaumer, who represented 


the "Water Company, said there was 
no franchise wjthin the meaning- of 
the law, and if there was it was not 
taxable in this county, but 
in 
San 


Francisco. 
He said to tax the com- 


pany for ?1,450.000 for 
the 
right to 


do business ill the county was simply 
adding- about $25.000 a year 
to 
the 


burdens of the rate payers, and that 
about $10.000 of this sum would go to 
the ^5tate.

W. J. Dingee Testifies. 
I 


William J. Dingee, president of .the. 


-Water 
Company, testified 
that 
the 


principal place of business of the cor- 
poration was in the Mills Building, 
,:San Francisco. He also stated that 


.••the Contra Costa Company had never 


been granted a franchise by either the 
Board of 
Supervisors 
of Alameda 


county or the City Council of Oakland. 
but that the company was operating 
under the general right conferred by 
the State Constitution. 


"Did not the Board of Supervisors 


grunt a franchise to the Oakland 
"Witter 
Company?" 
asked 
Assessor 


Dalton. 


"I believe there was 
a 
franchise 


granted for :i portion of tho way out- 
side the city, but we nevtr availe'l 
ourselves of it." 


"The Contra Costa Company holds 


that franchise now, does it not?" 


"Yes, but anybody can have it that 


Nvan'ts it. We have no use for it, for 
it gives us notViir,K \nu what anybody 
THUS under the general law." 


Granting a Franchise. 


"Did not the City Council grant a 


franchise to the Oakland \Vatt:r Com- 
pany?" persisted the Assessor. - 


. "Not that I know of." 
..'I know a a fact they dd." retorted 
IDalton. 


""We deny it and call for proof." put 


in Judge Nusbaumer. 


Judge Nusbaumei- then stated that 


c.11 the Council could do in such a mat- 
ter would be to prescribe the condi- 
tions under which the streets could be 
torn up to lay pipes. The right to lay 
the pipes was .general, but the Council 
jriu^t necessarily regulate the manner 
of laying them. Providing conditions 
for laying pipes along certain streets 
was not a franchise and 
was not 


granting a right, but was merely reg- 
ulating the exercise of a right within 
the Council's jurisdiction. 


Taxing Franchises. 


^District Attorney Allen said th~iT>lecis- 


ion of Judge Budd of San Joartuin laid 
down tho rule that franchises could only 
be assessed in thR county where the hold- 
ers had their principal place of business, 
nnd chat the Supreme Court had decided 
thut a general right was not a special 
privilege and could not be taxed.. The 
points at issue wove, first, whether the 
company held a franchise within the rule 
laid down by tho Supreme Court, and, 
secondly, whether if it did hold such a 
.franchise its principal place of business 
xvas within this county. These were ques- 
tions of fact, and not of law. 
"Judge BuUd decided that the principal 


place of business was the place where 
the company conducted Us operations," 
said the Assessor. 
"Both decisions txre attached to the 


opinion Riven by my office," replied Mr. 
Allen. "They speak for themselves." 


Supervisor Church moved that the fran- 


chise assessments be reduced to one dol- 
lar each, but Supervisor Rowe desired 
that the matter be first considered by the 
Board as a Committee of the AVhole. 
They accordingly retired 
with District 


Attorney Allen for an executive session.

Supervisor. Rowe'Talks. 


Ko'.vs stated that the records sho.w 


fed'that the Board of Supervisors Had 


granted a franchise to the "Oakland 
Water Company, and he asked Asses- 
sor Dalton if he would make oath that 
the City. Council had granted a fran- 
chise to the Contra Costa Company. 


- Dalton said he would. 
Judge NusjDiiumer again 
explained 


that all the Council or 
Supervisors 


could do was to perscribe the method 
by which the constitutional right to 
lay pipes for 
supplying municipali- 


ties with water could 
be 
exercised. 


The Council could say what streets 
the pipes could be laid in, or on which 
side, but could nt (five the right to 
lay. pipes. He then contended that the 
franchise could not be assessed in this 
county at all even if assessable. 


The last proposition laid down by Judge 


Nusbaumor Is OUR t tim very much op- 
posed to," said Supervisor Kowo, 
"He 


may be right so far as the law goes, but 


believe the company should have its 


office here where it does its business. ]t. 
should pay all its taxes here, where it 
has Its property and collects its revenue. 
The principle that it should pas' its fran- 
chise (axes where it has no interest other 
lhan an office is something i cannot asrtM-. 
with. 
1 believe the franchise is taxable, 


and T. believe it should be taxed in tills 
counts', where its franchise rig-lit exists 
and is exercised. .As to the value of the 
franchise, that is another matter. I am 
not prepared to say what it is worth. 
Btit tli'-- records show that whatever fran- 
chise the company holds was granted by 
the authorities in and for this county, and 
here is where it ought to be assessed. If 
it. is not assessable it Is no more assess- 
able in San Francisco than it is in Ala- 
meda, but it it is assessable I believe it, 
should be assessed here. If not assess- 
able, the courts will so declare. In order 
to asstrt that whatever rigiit to tax the 
franchise at 
the Contra Costa Water 


Company is possessed by Alameda county 
alone. I move that the application be de- 
nif-d." 
"Do T hear a second?" asked Chairman 


Mitchell. 


"I 
wi.ll -second if said Supervisor 


Homer after a-pause. "I am in doubt 
as -to whether this-franchise is assess- 
able a,t all or not, but 'If It is assessable 
i\t. all, I believe it is assessable.-^ Ala- 
meda county. For how much I can not 
say, but as the company is not ask- 
ing a reduction, I .second the -mation -to 
deny t'he_ application."

"Now 'that we have rejected -the ap- 


lica-tion to strike from the rolls these 
assessments I wish to say dhat I be- 
lieve these franchises are assessed toe- 
high."

close of the voting. "I do flot .believe 
that they (have any such value as they 
are assessed for, and I believe that .the 
people of this county who''buy -water 
from the Contra Costa. Company have 
to pay whatever -tax is levied on these 
franchises. "While I. believe the. fran- 
chises 
are not 
worth 
what 
they 


are assessed for I am not in favor of 
striking them from the roll, or reduc- 
ing them to the nominal sum of one 
dollar. I believe the company lias a 
franchise that is taxable, and that it 
is taxable in this

where else, but I do not believe in 
assessing- it heavily because to do so 
would iiitiiet greater burdens on the 
water consumers.

The others on board the ill-fated craft,

and the steward, Jas.. Stanbridge of New 
York, were rescued by the tug Gertrude, 
after clinging for two hours to the bot- 
tom pf a capsized long boat. 


The yacht left Delaware City Monday 


morning, bound for Newport. Yesterday 
morning it started from Thompsonville, 
S. I., the intention being to put hitu 
Black Rook, Conn,, last nig-ht, and take 
on board Mrs. Spranklels husband. 


How It Happened. 


According to the story of the steward, 


the accident happened between 3 and 3:3U 
in the afternoon. The sky was . very 
squally and the steward says he heard 
Mr. Colburn say to Captain Flint that it 
would be well to take in some of the 
light sails, but tho. Captain replied thai: 
the boat would stand all the wind that

"From mi' knowl- 
edge of the past of the Contra Costa 
plant used in supplying Oakland 1 do not 
believe it is worth over So.000,000. I have 
so contended in the Council, and voted to 
fix rates on that basis, I have seen no 
reason to change my opinion. 
We had 


the reports of seven experts, who declared 
that it was worth no more, I do not be- 
lieve in taxing the property for more thau 
It i-s worth, and I therefore move that the 
total assessment on the property de- 
scribed in -this application be reduced to 
$3,10-1,028."

Dalton's Request. 


"I ask that this application be set for 


next Tuesday for a hearing," said As- 
sessor Dalton with gome heat. 


"I 
want to show the value of thl-s 


property. I want .to ^hosv thal'Judge 
Hart has decided it to be worth $7;- 
000,000. -1 want to produce witnesses 
to show that they declared it to be 
worth over that amount on 'the other 
side of the street aind corne in and say 
it is worth a great deal less on this 
side." The Assessor continued in this 
strain for some "time.

All ,we ask ia 
to be treated fairly. We don't want to be 
told in fixing rates that we will allow 
you taxes only on $1,804,025 in estimating 
operating expenses and then have to pay 
on nearly three times that amount when 
it comes to paying taxes.

Rowe's motion ws will still be assessed

allowed. Ail we ask is that the taxes we 
pay be equalized with what we receive. 
If we are allowed taxes on seven, mil- 
lions or any other sum in llxing- the rates 
we ask that we be called upon to pay 
on that amount and no more. 


"We do not care what we are assessed 


for.if we'are allowed the-same thins: iu 
fixing the water rates. This makes a dif- 
ference of about ja.OOO a month to. the 
company. That is, we are assessed for 
about $24,0(10 a year more than the Coun- 
cil allowed'us, and we say it is unjust. I 
do not see how any one can claim that it 
Is just. We are only entitled to pay in 
taxes

account. It is not a question of the value 
of the property.

'Amendment hy the Cuban convention 
pavecl the way for the gradual with- 
drawal oC our troops from the Islands, 
advices form their indicate that it will 
be a. long time before it will be possi- 
ble to surrender the local government 
to native organizations. 


The Cubans, with some few notable 


exceptions, have shown 
themselves 


slow to acquire the knowledge neces- 
sary to carry on a Republic. They do 
r.ot understand what a democracy is. 
Their views are interesting in the 
formulative stage in which they now 
are, because on the one hand, there is 
a. large party that interprets liberty to 
be unrestricted license, while, on the 
other, there is a relatively enormous 
part of the population that is still be- 
fogged in its understanding of its own 
new position in society by false ideas of 
caste, instilled into its mind 
by 
the 


Spaniards. 
In New Mexico we see a 


similar effect of too long a period of 
Ciistilian rule even 
today, 
but that 


territory is approaching statehood af- 
ter fifty years of being part oi; this 
country, and there are hopes for Cuba. 


Actually, however, the Cubans have: 


shown themselves to be far less capa 
ble to control their own affairs than 
have the Filipinos, and they do not seem 
to be half so ready to learn anything.

and $2,000,000. President SchafCer says 
that everybody will be given fair treat- 
ment. 


"The Councilman with whom 1" have 


discussed this matter of tax assess- 
ments are of one mind,.', said Council- 
man Schaffer 
today. "We 
feel that 


the rolls demand equalizing; that the 
heavy property owners, who are deriv- 
ing- large incomes from their holdings, 
are not assessed in proportion to the 
amount which the small ones are com- 
pelled :to pay. I have personal knowl- 
edge of the condition of some pi' the 
assessments, and am having prepared 
an elaborate report upon much of the 
assessed property, to show-,»that there 
are many pieces which are not assessed 
for the amount of the mortgages on 
them. 
. 
*• 


"My colleagues in the Council are 


going to give the assessment rolls the 
strictest investigation. I believe that 
the value of $43,000,000 placed upon the 
city property is ridiculously low. 
It 


ought to be $50,000,000. 'It is lower now 
than for years, in spite of -the steady 
increase in population and the large 
area that has been annexed to the city. 


"Why should property stand so low 


on the assessment rolls, when, for ex- 
ample, there is a notable decrease in 
the number of -vacant houses in this 
city, .when business is first rate and 
when there is a steady upward move- 
ment in real estate values through- 
out tilt! city? I am confident that the 
City Council can raise the total assess- 
ment a 
cou'ple 
of millions without 


touchng the middle class owners, who 
also pay a greater proportion as com- 
pared with the rich individuals and 
corporations. 


"We shall take up this matter 
of 


equalization in a spirit o£ fairness and 
justice. I .desire to see that the city 
is protected, and that the taxes levied 
shall be at least within 
some reason- 


able distance of the value of the prop- 
erty. 


"The law does not permit us to make 


a horizontal cut or raise in the assess- 
ment role as a whole. We are bound 
to cite property owners before us and 
to hear the evidence 
before we 
can 


either raise or lower a single assess- 
ment. Some of the Council members 
were in favor of such an advance un- 
til they learned of the obstacle in -the 
way. Every property owner who shall, 
be summoned before the 'board 
will 


have ample opportunity to make 
a 


showing. There 
is no 
intention o£ 


crowding any one. All we :have 
in 


mind to do is to insure the city a rev- 
enue from taxation which in some:de- 
gree .at least will be 
commensurate 


with the true value of property. 


"One 
important matter we have in 


hand is a 
comparison of 
mortgage 


loans with the assessed value of prop- 
erty. I am sure -we shall uncover some 
interesting data on that subject, 


"But there will be no arbitrary raise 


nor lowering- of assessments. 
Every 


one will have a fair chance to show 
the true value of property."
